and marines was drawn up facing in- 
ward toward the liig white block of 
stone marking th« resting place of 
the unkno\*n.

Of Accidents In 


School Zones 


The council in monthly session last 


night adopted an ordinance, the pur- 
pose of which is to reduce the danger 
of accidents within school BOnes. Just 
as soon as Mayor Wooding puts his 
signature to tho ordinance passed last 
night it will be an offense to trav«l 
In an automobile faster than fifteen 
before reaching the school grounds 
miles an hour from a point 300 feet 
beyond. • This does not apply during 
the holdays. or days when school is 
not in session but Is effective on^'hour 
before school begins each morning 
and for one hour after school close*. 


The council adopted another ordi- 


nance/ last night about police fees. 
Under a previous ordinance the fees 
collected by city officers under the 
state liquor law were being paid Into 
the treasury of the city. 
Last night 


It waa decided that all such fees in- 
stead of being reaped by the city shall 
be devoted to the treasury of the po- 
lice and sheriff's club for relieving dis- 
tress among the families of police- 
men should such occasion arise or 
those of ex-policemen. Under 
the 


new act Informers fees are being col- 
lected at the rate of $100 per month 
so that this will be a regular Income 
for the club and will provide a nu- 
cleus for a pension fund for aged po- 
licemen, virtually assuring officers re- 
tired because of their age some mone- 
tary benefit after faithful service. 
Another important matter which 


came up last night was the expressed 
urgent need for larger quarters for the 
city health officer.

I fore the council before. 
The work of 


i Dr. Garnett's department 
has out- 


grown its original quarters and for the 
past several months he has been us- 
ing part of the council chamber for 
his office. 
No definite action for a change was 
taken last night but the city engineer 
was authorized to have executed plans 
for the conversion of the Municipal 
Hall into,an adequate health center. 
L. B. Conway, chairman of the wel- 
fare committee, also said that the 
committee also would look over some 
other desirable property for a health 
center and n report on the matter will 
be made at the next council meeting. 
Wayles Harrison was opposed to the 
conversion of the Municipal Hall into 
a health office. 
He cited the many 


uses to which the Municipal Hall is 
put such as band practice quarters, 
basketball games for school children, 
public speaking and other u.ses and 
served notice that he would be .op- 


i posed to eliminating the hall as a 
j place of amusement for the citizens..

State's case against all the Norrls 
bandits, should know whether he is to 
serve a jail sentence or pay a fine for 
the crime of which five Judges found 
him guilty 


Speculation now regarding Wolf's 


future Is revolving around the ques- 
tion of his sentence. 
Some lawyers 


take the view that he will not be 
sentenced—that the court will let his 
disbarment take the place of a sen- 
tence. 
More, however, believe the 


court will regard the criminal trial and 
the disbarment proceedings as entire- 
ly separate and distinct, each having 
Us own peculiar result and effect: that 
a sentence must, follow a conviction 
in the Criminal Court, and that what- 
ever is done as a result of the dis- 
barment proceedings must not be re- 
garded as settling the court action as 
well. 
In other words these barristers hold 


that in the criminal court Wolf was 
answerable to the people of Maryland, 
while at tne disbarment proceedings 
he is answerable to the bench and 
bar of Baltimore, and that one pun- 
ishment cannot serve to redress the 
two wrongs. 
Wolf's sentence, whatever it is, is 


expected to follow the hearing be- 
fore the entire Supreme Bejich on a 
motion for a new trial. 
This hear- 


ing it is understood, will not take 
place before November 25. The date 
for it will be *et on Monday, when the 
Supreme Bench hears argument upon 
the proposal of Wolfs lawyers tha 
his disbarment proceedings be post- 
poned until after the appeal has been 
uec-ded.
